HE Queen's special visit to Netley to

Lord William Nevill’s Conviction 


at the Old Bailey on Tuesday was naturally 
most painful to his relatives and friends in and 
out of the court. But the impartiality of Justice 
was vindicated by the Jury’s verdict and by the 
Judge’s sentence “that you go into penal 
servitude for five years.” It was the duty of 
Mr. Charles Mathews to present the case for the 
prosecution, and he discharged his task with an 
ability equalled by Mr. Lawson Walton when he 
came to defend the prisoner, for the mitigation 
of whose punishment he pleaded on the score 
that Lord William Nevill ‘‘ thought that he 
was presuming on the good-nature and forbear- 
ance of his friend, whom he never intended to 
suffer financially.” To put the distressing case 
briefly, Lord William Nevill was anxious tO 
obtain a large sum from Mr. Samuel Lewis, the 
money-lender, to meet his liabilities ; and pre- 
vailed upon Mr, Spender Clay, a young officer, 
to affix his signatures to a bill for £8000 
under the circumstances thus explained by 
Mr. Mathews—

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until Sunday, June 21, and then, my Lord, Lord William 
woud seem to have sought Mr. Spender Clay out in his 
bed-room at lunch-time, and there to have produced to him 
what is described as a wrapper, composed of white paper 
or blotting-paper, in which a document—for it appeared 
to be only one—had been placed, and in the wrapper 
thus prepared, and, it must be said, so deftiy prepared, 
there had been left four holes through which there 
appeared blank paper, and blank paper only, and this 
is that document before Mr. Clay. Mr. Clay asked 
what it was, and Lord William then stated that it was 
a power of attorney dealing with his sisters (Lady 
Cowley’s) marriage ‘settlement. The defendant would 
seem to have said, “You know, Mr. Clay, what is 
omg on.” He knew there was a divorce instituted 
y Lady Cowley against her husband. He, therefore, 
said “ Yes.” Still, he would seem again to h:ve asked the 
defendant what the document was. Whereupon Lord 
William seemed to have said, ‘* Well, if you insist upon it 
I will show it to you; but I think you might trust me after 
knowing me so long” Appealed to in that way, Mr. Clay 
did sign what he conceived to be this single documect in 
the four places where the holes in the paper had been left. 
Subsequently, in a similar manner, Lord William 
Nevill secured Mr. Spender Clay’s signatures to 
further promissory notes for large sums at the 
Regent’s Park Barracks, but detection ensued. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Lewis brought an 
action before the Lord Chief Justice last year 
agunst Mr. Clay on the promissory notes ; that 
Mr. Clay declared he had not knowingly signed 
any of them ; and that the Jury returned a ver- 
dict against Mr. Lewis. Thereupon, the Public 
Prosecutor applied for a warrant against Lord 
William’ Nevill, who, to his credit be it 
said, returned from the Continent to meet 
the charge. On Tuesday Lord William pleaded 
guilty to having by fraudulent pretences induced 
the signing of certain documents, but said he 
was not guilty of the forgery alleged. He 
appeared dazed when Mr. Justice Lawrance pro- 
nounced sentence. A sad interview followed 
between him and his wife at Newgate; and he 
Was removed to Wormwood Serubbs. 


Bishop Selwyn,

his nealth for some time past, died in that little 


frontier city on Saturday last. His father was a 
man of high attainments, a friend of Mr. Glad- 
stone at Eton, the first Bishop of New Zealand, 
and afterwards Bishop of Lichfield. The Right 
Rev. John Richardson Selwyn, his son, was born 
in 1844, and was educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge. Besides his scholastic 
attainments, he was very fond of every kind of 
athletic sport. He twice rowed in the University 
Boat-race. He was an enthusiast in cricket and 
football. In short, like Kingsley, he might truly 
have been called “a muscular Christian.” But 
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these active amusements never interfered with 
his higher mission. Bishop Selwyn worked as a 
missionary from 1873 to 1877. In 1893 he was 
chosen as Master of Selwyn College, Cambridge, 
and in 1895 he became Chaplain in Ordinary to 
the Queen. His funeral took place at Pau on 
Monday last. But for many a year Bishop 
Selwyn will beremembered as one of the purest 
and noblest of men. 


Count Kalnoky, 

who died on Sunday last at Lettowitz, in Moravia, 
his birthplace, was the Austrian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and 
a most accomplished 
diplomatist and 
statesman. It has 
been said that his 
remarkable ability 
actually saved the 
Austrian Empire 
from collapse. Count 
Gustav Sigmund 
Kalnoky will be 
mainly remembered 
for his important 
services in cement- 
ing the Triple Alli- 
ance. He was once 
materially helped by 
Lord Salisbury. The 
Count was bitterly 
attacked by the 
Hungarians at Bûda- 
pest in 1886; but a 
speech by Lord Salisbury highly commending 
Count Kalnoky’s policy so influenced public 
sentiment that it prevented the Minister's resig- 
nation. The Count had several interviews with 
Prince Bismarck when advocating the Triple 
Alliance ; and his firm, yet conciliatory policy 
greatly tended to bring that compact to a 
successful issue. His loss must be a severe 
blow to the Austrian Empire. 


St. Ethelburga’s, Bishopsgate Street, 
seems likely to win an unenviable notoriety. 
Last Sunday something almost approaching to a 
riot took place. After morning prayer, at 10.30., 
the Rev. Dr. Cobb retired to the vestry and 
assumed the eucharistic vestments, including a 
violet chasuble ; then, accompanied by a server, 
he proceeded to the south side of the altar, 
upon which blazed half-a-dozen tall candles. 
Matters procceded quietly until the communion, 
when Mr. Kensit and some friends rushed to the 
altar, and upon the cup being offered refused it 
on the ground that the wine was mixed with 
water. It was not altogether appropriate to 
such an occasion that the Bishop of Exeter's 
hymn ‘‘ Peace, Perfect Peace,” was chosen. Mr. 
Kensit and some friends have addressed the 
Bishop of London on the subject. A communi- 
cation has, we understand, reached Mr. Kensit 
marked “private,” but that gentleman has 
threatened legal and ecclesiastical proceedings 
against the Rector of Saint Ethelburga’s if the 
communion wine is mixed with water; and the | 
Rector may return the compliment.

A Crystal Palace Balloon Trip Across the 
Channel.—A balloon which ascended on Feb. 8 from the 
Crystal Palace at Syden- 
ham, with Mr. Percival 
Spencer and a companion, 
passed over Boulogne the 
same afternoon, and landed 
soon after on the field of 
Agincourt. Mr. P. Spencer 
is the son of an aéronaut, 
and the grandson of 
another. He is the eldest 
of three brothers, who are 
now the sole partners in 
the business firm of balloon- 
makers and aéronauts. He 
is about thirty-five, and 
has made balloon ascents 
all over the world. In 
1889 he went up from Cal- 
cutta in an imperfectly 
inflated balloon, and got 
blown away over the Sun- 
derbunds. For several days 
he was not heard of, and 
the papers published his 
obituary notice. At 
Yokohama Mr. Spencer went up before the Mikado and 
his Court, and afterwards made ascents at most of the 
Japanese seaports. In Sumatra he was chartered by the 
Dutch Government to reconnoitre the country occupied by 
the Achinese rebels. The enemy peppered the Taloon 
with musketry, but the aëronaut escaped.

The Veendam was 
420 ft. long, and was built by Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
at Be-fast, in 1871. 


The New Keeper of the Jewels in the Tower 
of London is General Sir Hugh Henry Gough, G.C.B., 
V.C. When he was a lieu- 
tenant in the Indian Mutiny, 
he was in command of a 
party of Hodson’s Horse near 
Alumbagh. On Nov. 12, 1857, 
he particularly distinguished 
himself by charging across 
aswamp and capturing two 
guns, although defended by 
a vastly superior bod ’ of the 
enemy. On this occasion he 
had his horse wounded in 
two places, and his turban 
cut through by sword cuts 
while engag-d in combat 
with three Sepoys.

A World’s Record at Cricket. 


As all now know, Stoddart’s team received defeat at the 
hands of New South Wales on Feb. 11, after six days 
cricket. The match was remarkable not only for the 
length of time it occupied, but for the number of runs 
scored. For the forty wickets lost, 1739 runs were made, 
this total beating the record for matches of any description, 
the previous best standing at 1665 made for forty wickets 
in a match between Melbourne University and North 
Melbourne. For first-class cricket, 1514 was the previous 
best made for forty wickets in a match between All 
Australia and Stoddart’s -team in 1894 on the Sydney 
ground. One of the most remarkable features of this 
record match was the making of 271 runs before the fall of 
the second wicket by the Englishmen, who had been. set 
602 runs to win. Only 92 runs were added by the eight 
remaining wickets, and England lost by 239 runs. This 
was the English team’s first defeat in matches other than 
against ‘f All Australia.” BANSHEE.
